The bill is 
elaborate and ^complicated in detail. 
It consists of forty-four pages, and if 
enacted into "law its administration 
will be most vexatious and annoying. 
It reaches every branch of business 
and trade, and complicates 
every 


transaction with stamp duties too 
numerous and complex for descrip- 
tion.

$500,000,000 ot twenty-year 3 per 
cent bonds and.$100,000,000 of 'short 
time 3 per cent bonds.

Of Columbus, State President of the 


Organization—Prominent Speaker 


Coming to Portsmouth. 


A large and representative audience 


greeted last night's session ^of the 
W. C. T. U. An-interesting program 
was well rendered and everybody left 
the First Presbyterian church feeling 
that the mission of the W. C. T. U.'s 
is a grand one and is contributing 
largely to the improvement of society 
and the up-building of mankind. 


The main feature of the evening 


was any address by Mrs.. Annie W. 
Clark, of Columbus, state president 
of the union. She is a very interest- 
ing and entertaining speaker, and tier 
remarks were closely followed by the 
audience. 
She told" of the origin of 


the union, its struggles and its pres- 
ent strength and bronght-out a'num- 
er of interesting facts. The Vf'. G. T. 
U. now has two hundred and fifty 
thousand paid up .members on their 
roll, with an auxiliary: force of one 
hundred and fifty thousand, who can 
be counted as members, but are ex- 
empt from .paying, dues.; The dues 
are sixty cents per year and are 
divided, between the local, district, 
state 
and 
national unions. The 


society derived its origin and im- 
mediately 
followed the 
Woman's 


Crusade, started at Hillsboro, O-, in 
1871. This crusade was started: by 
that sainted woman, Mother Thomp- 
son, who still lives at ilillsboro, and 
s blest by all womankind., The so- 
ciety has developed into the largest 
organized body in the world and Has 
for its motto agitation, 
education 


and organization, believing as the 
Catholics do, that to'effect a reform 
the twenty million children ol'. the 
country must first be educated. Their 
mission is to teach the people'the 
truth from, the facts and to hold 
up Christian citizenship,"-as taught 
by tlie sermon on the meunt.

church, Dr. Alderson announced that 
Dr. Wilbur CraCb, that famous Christ-, 
ian and reformer,-would be in Ports- 
mouth-July 4tli (and make an ad- 
dress.
